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A Look at Tonight's Game 

Head Coach A! Can [glia and his herd of Nebraska at Omaha Mavericks 
stampede into Lewis Field Stadium tonight carrying a 6-1 record overall and a 
2-1 mark in Great Plains Athletic Conference action, 

UNO is led by running back Charles McWhorter, Before last week, Mc- 
Whorter was second in the nation in scoring with 13 touchdowns for 78 points. 

In conference, McWhorter and FHS' Steve Crosby are carrying on a duel 
for the top rusher. As of last week, Crosby was first in rushing with a 1 19,3 
average and McWhorter second with 98.5 yards per game, In all-purpose, the 
two were again one-two with Crosby averaging 188.7 yards per contest and 
McWhorter 146.5, In tandem offense, McWhorter held the lead over Crosby 
139.0 to 131.8. 

Frank Golwitzer, the punter from UNO, stood third in the conference with 
39.7 yards per kick. Tiger punter Max Evans ranked second with 41,3 yards. 

Deep back Willie Bob Johnson was tied for the lead in interceptions with 
four while FH$' deep back Jonathan Douglas was tied for third with three, in 
punt returns, Douglas held a small edge over Johnson, averaging 8.7 yards 
per return, while Johnson had a 7.7 yard norm. 

Besides McWhorter, the Mavericks have fullback Bill Walker in their back- 
field, Walker has scored six TD's and rushed for 304 yards. Fred Tichauer gives 
the Mavericks ail the kicking power they need. Tichauer has 20 extra points 
and five field goafs to his credit. 

On defense, UNO is topped by linebacker Ray Brust who has made 55 
total tackles this year. Middle linebacker Scott Mitchell is second with 55 as- 
sists and 11 unassisted stops. Defensive linemen Jessie Kendle and Bill Kozel 
have been credited with 52 and 42 tackles respectively. 

The offensive line is led by center Jim Kros. Mike GEancaspro, a candidate 
for post season honors, and Ed Edwards flank Kros at the guard position. 

Last season the Mavericks took a 27-21 win from the Tigers. The series 
between the two stands at 1 1-3-1 in favor of UNO.

Next Action For The Bengafs 

Next week the Tigers travel to Pueblo, Colo, 
to meet the Indians from Southern Colorado State 
College in a 1:30 p.m. game at the District 60 
Stadium. 

Southern brings a 3-3 record overall and a 
1-2 Great Plains Athletic Conference mark into 
Saturday's contest. Last week the Indians fell to 
the University of Nebraska at Omaha 14-3, 

Before last week's action, SCSC stood fifth 
in the conference In total offense averaging 256,6 
yards per outing. They were fifth in rushing and 
fourth in passing. On defense, the Tribe was 
sixth In total defense with a per game norm al- 
lowed of 324,4, SCSC was fifth against the rush 
and last against the pass. 

At the beginning of the season, Head Coach 
Joe Prater, in his 10th year as football coach at 
SCSC, stated, "Luck seems to be the big question when you talk about the foot- 
ball fortunes at SCSC this fall The coaching staff is hoping that good luck will

SCSCs wide receiver Dan Connors ranked third in the GPAC in catching 
passes. He has hauled in 22 aerials for 375 yards. 

Kicking specialist Del Bishop gives the Indians a threat from anywhere inside 
the 40-yard line. He has connected on 11 of 12 extra points and has booted three 
field goals. 

In the defensive secondary, Bob Simmons leads the conference in stolen 
passes with four. He has returned the interceptions for 65 yards. Alan Webster 
gives SCSC a threat on kickoffs averaging 20.6 yards per return. 

Last year the Tigers defeated the Indians in what is affectionately remem- 
bered as he “Mud Bowl". FHS slid past SCSC 10-7. FHS leads the series between 
the two schools 5-4.
